2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 1 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed method steps of "in each transmitting and receiving station 
(1 , 2) a transmission signal (S1 , S2) is generated and is transmitted as a series 
of microwave pulses ... varying according to a predefined differential frequency 
value (fd)" (lines 4-12); "for each transmitting and receiving station (1,2) the 
coincidence of pulses of the transmission signal (S1, S2) ... is detected as a 
coincidence event" (lines 13-17); and "the distance between the transmitting and 
receiving stations (1 , 2) is calculated from the numbers of pulses (m(i), n(i), p(j), 
q(j))" (lines 26-28) taken together and taken in the overall context of independent 
claim 1 . 

Dependent claims 2 and 1 5-26 are allowable over the prior art of record 
for at least the reasons for which independent claim 1 is allowable.
